On  the  Second  Day  of  July,  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixty-Two,  the  Middle  States 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  accepted  the  Delaware  Valley  Col- 
lege of  Science  and  Agriculture  for  accreditation  and  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion. This  marks  a  significant  milestone  in  the  history  of  this  relatively  young 
college,  which  earned  that  title  in  1948. 

The  College  has  the  unique  distinction  of  being  the  Nation's  only  privately 
supported  college  of  agriculture  and  is  the  only  institution  of  higher  learning 
in  Bucks  County. 

In  the  words  of  President  James  Work,  "This  recognition  by  its  sister  institutions 
of  higher  education  in  the  Middle  States  Region  is  the  beginning  of  a  new  era 
of  even  greater  contributions  to  the  educational  life  of  the  Delaware  Valley."
